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ASB CRACKDOWN SUCCESS 


A LCOHOL-related anti- 
social behaviour (ASB) 
in Hackney has fallen 
by 44 per cent in the last 
year, following a joint campaign 
between the Council and the 
police. 

The Designated Public Place 
Order - introduced by Hackney 
last spring - gives police powers 
to ask drinkers displaying anti- 
social behaviour to stop. They can 


confiscate alcohol and issue a fine 
to anyone who refuses to give up 
the alcohol when asked. 

The powers are not aimed at 
those enjoying the occasional 
glass of wine or beer in a 
Hackney park, but the small 
minority of people whose 
excessive drinking leads to 
aggressive or intimidating 
behaviour. 

Responding to the evaluation, 


Deputy Mayor of Hackney 
Cllr Sophie Linden said: 
“These results demonstrate 
our commitment to improving 
Hackney by working together. 
Despite the recent unrest, 
residents have told us that our 
work has made a difference. 
However, we know there is 
still more to be done to tackle 
alcohol-related anti-social 
behaviour in some areas of the 


borough and we will continue 
to work with our partners and 
communities to address this.” 

Jane Easton, Chief Inspector 
for Safer Neighbourhoods at 
Hackney Police, added: “These 
powers are not intended to 
disrupt peaceful activities 
but - as demonstrated by the 
reduction in ASB - help to 
ensure Hackney is a pleasant 
place to live and visit.”

ESIDENTS have 
begun moving 
into new Council 
homes, the first to 
be built in the borough for 
30 years. 

Construction work 
at Goldcrest Mews and 
Dunnock Mews, both in 
E5, was completed over 
the summer, and residents 
have been relocating to 
the 73 new houses and 
flats, built by the Council 
and managed by Hackney 
Homes. The developments 
were built on the former 
Ottaway Court and 
Rendlesham House sites. 

On 16 September, Cllr 
Philip Glanville, Cabinet 
Member for Housing, 
together with local 
Hackney Downs ward 
councillors Alex Russell 
and Rick Muir, paid a 


visit and met up with new 
tenant Calmeta Clarke at 
Dunnock Mews. 

Hackney received funding 
in 2009 from the Homes 
and Communities Agency 
to build the new homes 
as part of the Six Estates 
Regeneration Programme. 
This initiative is overseen 
by the Six Estates Steering 
Group, made up of Clapton 
residents representing 
Bridge House, Marian 
Court, Tower Court, and 
Alexandra National House, 
as well as Dunnock Mews 
and Goldcrest Mews. 


George McGee, Chair 
of the Six Estates Steering 
Group, said: “Goldcrest 
and Dunnock have been 
completed and the tenants 
are moving in and are 
delighted with their new 
homes. Alexandra and 
Bridge are now under 
way, building has begun 
and will be completed 
by March 2012 giving 
Hackney residents a better 
quality of housing.” 

Cllr Glanville added: 
“The Council has pledged 
to provide new homes for 
tenants, and Dunnock 


Mews and Goldcrest 
Mews - the first to be 
built of the Six Estates 
Regeneration Programme 
- demonstrate that we 
are delivering on that 
commitment. 

“Hackney is one of 
the top-performing 
authorities - in London 
and nationally - in terms 
of providing affordable 
homes, both re-provision 
and new, consistently 
beating Greater London 
Authority targets in recent 
years. 

“Between 2008 and 
2011, Hackney delivered 
the second highest number 
of homes for social and 
intermediate renting and 
home ownership, through 
the National Affordable 
Housing Programme in 
London, with 2,335.”

Cllr Guy Nicholson, 
Hackney Council Cabinet 
Member for Regeneration 
and the 2012 Olympic

CREATE Art Award not 
only provides a platform 
to showcase the creativity 
found in Hackney, but 
also brings together artists 
and residents to celebrate 
Hackney through the arts. 
2012 will be the year of the 
Cultural Festival for our 
Games, and the CREATE 
Art Award sits at the centre 
of that Festival, a perfect 
opportunity to show the 
world the very best of our 
creative talent.” 

The total value of the 
commission is £50,000

Sporting heroes honoured 

WORLD-class Hackney sporting stars have been rewarded 
for their achievements at this year’s Balfour Beatty London 
Youth Games Hall of Fame and Awards evening. 

Former Hackney Downs School pupil Dalton Grant (pictured 
below holding an award) represented 
the borough in athletics in his 
younger years before going on 
to compete at three Olympic 
Games and win five major 
championship medals in 
high jump. 

Elaine Barratt, who swam 
for the borough in disability 
competitions at the London 
Youth Games, has won 36 
medals at international level, 
including Paralympic gold in the 
1 00m breaststroke SB1 1 (blind) class 
in Athens in 2004. 

Both athletes were inducted into the hall of fame alongside 
individuals and organisations who helped make this year’s 
youth event the most successful in its 34-year history, with a 
record 71 ,000 participants. 

The awards took place at the Nursery Pavilion, Lord’s Cricket 
Ground, on 20 September. 


Nine weeks to go to bid for 
2012 media centre space 


BUSINESSES and organisations interested in moving into the 
201 2 media centres in Hackney Wick once the Games are 
finished have nine weeks to put in a formal bid. 

Start-ups to established international companies are invited 
to apply to become part of a new commercial district within 
the Queen Elizabeth Olympic Park. 

The Olympic Park Legacy Company (0PLC) has opened 
the process to agree tenants for the Press and Broadcast 
Centre site, which will be surrounded by world-class sporting 
venues, parkland and a host of events and attractions. 

Jules Pipe, elected Mayor of Hackney, 
said: “The Press and Broadcast 


Centres offer an unprecedented 
opportunity to create a new 
employment hub in Hackney 
Wick. They will have world- 
class communications 


infrastructure and will be 


served by excellent new 
transport links. 

“It has been our vision for 


some time to see the site 


used for the expansion of the 
creative and digital industries which 
are already thriving in Hackney. It is a 
shame that the BBC have abandoned plans that would have 
seen them become an anchor tenant of the site, but we are 
pleased that there is significant interest from other parties 
that will now be taken forward.” 


Woodberry Down wins award 


WOODBERRY Down 
has won the Daily 
Telegraph British Homes 
Build Quality category 
for Social Housing of the 
Year. 

Earlier this year residents 
began moving into the first 
117 new homes for social 
renting to be built in the 
20-year project. 

The 117 new homes 
are a range of one, two 
and three-bedroom 
apartments, built by 
Berkeley Homes with 


funding from the Homes 
and Communities Agency, 
and managed by Genesis 
Housing Association.

Parade director Ali Press 
said: “We were delighted 
with the success of this 
year’s parade. The crowd 
who took part in the 
march showed immense

O NE of the 

borough’s longest 
standing youth 
workers who 
has helped hundreds 
of thousands of young 
people in Hackney has 
been awarded an MBE in 
recognition of her work. 

“Fve always had an 
affection for Hackney,” 
said Cheri Class, who 
retired last March after 
more than 40 years’ 
service. “My grandmother 
lived in the area so I spent 
a lot of time here growing 
up and the young people 
of Hackney are some of 
the best young people I 
have ever met.” 

Cheri started her career 
as a PE teacher at Clissold 
Park School (then Stoke 
Newington School) 


after completing her 
training. Her attraction 
to education and a desire 
to help young people was 
inspired by her mother - 
who was also a teacher 
- and a love of school, 
sports in particular. 

Cheri excelled in dance 
and gymnastics and 
represented London for 
diving - ranking third in 
the capital. 

After four years teaching, 
she was asked to head 
up Clissold Park Youth 
Centre. This is where most 
of her career was spent, 
creating programmes and 
workshops for up to 100 
children every evening. 
Classes covered subjects 
from weight-lifting to 
needlework to Turkish 
music, and there was 


always a strong emphasis 
on life and social skills, 
with support on hand 
for careers advice, job 
applications and interview 
techniques. 

Cheri said: “Sadly, not 
all young people have the 
same opportunities. It was 
vital that we recognised 
those that needed that 
extra support and provide 


the encouragement and 
education needed to set 
them on the right path. 

“I have so many stories 
of people I’ve worked with 
going off into a wide range 
of careers, anything from 
a magistrate to a musician. 
The important thing is not 
what they do or how much 
they earn, it’s that they 
are happy, well-rounded, 


good individuals.” 

The final chapter of 
Cheri’s full-time career 
was spent as locality 
manager for the north of 
the borough providing 
help for unit managers 
of youth centres 
and overseeing the 
programmes delivered 
to ensure they were well 
prepared, relevant and 
properly executed. 

Cheri’s dedication to 
the youth in Hackney will 
see her honoured by the 
Queen in a ceremony at 
Buckingham Palace on 12 
October. She said: “Friends 
and local MPs wrote letters 
to nominate me for an 
MBE, I had no idea this 
was happening and felt so 
honoured when I received 
the invitation. ” 


Since retiring Cheri 
is now mentoring a 
youth work student and 
is looking to do more 
voluntary youth work in 
the future. 

“One of the best things 
about my job has been that 
people I’ve helped more 
than 30 years ago still stop 
me to say hello and to tell 
me what they are up to. 

I always feel very proud 
of what they’ve achieved, 
it’s almost like having 
thousands of children,” 
she added.

Q: On my way to work I pass many small shops from 
groceries to newsagents, and I have never seen 
any recycling bins? Why is that residents are told to 
recycle but business don’t do anything about it? 


A: Shops and businesses 
are able to use 
commercial recycling 
services to collect and 
recycle their waste. 

The Council as well 
as a number of private 
organisations provide this 
service and many shops 
across the borough 
are recycling. The 
commercial waste team will 
be launching an improved commercial recycling service 
this autumn. At present there is no legal obligation for 
businesses to recycle.

THOUSANDS of pounds have been allocated to a 
project helping Hackney young people not in education, 
employment or training produce short films alongside 
professional filmmakers. 

Chocolate Films was awarded more than £25,000 of lottery 
funding for its Home project, an initiative that will see it 
produce two films with a 30-strong group of 1 6 to 1 9 year 
olds. The funding also covers a second part of the project for 
Birmingham teenagers. 

The first Hackney-based film will be a gritty drama 
about difficulties arising in the search for independence. 
Rachel Wang from Chocolate Films said: “Because the 
young people making the film have direct experience of 
the challenges of independent living they are uniquely 
positioned to create a compelling and realistic film.” 

The second will address the issue of violence and the 
circumstances leading up to it with the narrative being told 
using flashbacks. 

All the ideas for the films have come from the group, who 
have been involved with every aspect of the production 
process from drawing storyboards and writing the scripts 
to directing and lighting the films 
with filmmakers.

More than 76 per cent of the Council’s adult care service users rated their social care-related life as ‘good’ 


ESIDENTS have 
given Hackney’s 
adult social 
care service the 
thumbs-up, according to 
latest survey results. 

The Council’s adult 
social care department is 
responsible for providing 
care and support to adults 
and older people across 
the borough. 

More than 740 service 
users were questioned, 
with over 76 per cent of 
respondents measuring 
their social care-related 



quality of life as ‘good’. 
This considered areas of 
care such as having 
control over their own 
lives, food and drink, 
comfort and cleanliness 
of the home, feeling safe, 
social contact, spending 
time doing things of value 
or enjoyment and self 
esteem. The figure was 85 
per cent for people with 
learning disabilities. 

Sixty-two per cent of 
respondents were satisfied 
with overall services. 
Those with learning 


disabilities rated their 
satisfaction levels as 97 
per cent. 

The Council also scored 
well in providing good 
access to information, 
with 70 per cent of 
respondents saying that 
facts on services were easy 
to find. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health and Community 
Services, said: “Our 
adult social care service 
is one the Council’s 
most important as it 


deals with some of the 
borough’s most vulnerable 
residents.” 

He added: “The results 
indicate that they feel the 
Council is helping them to 
experience a good quality 
of life.”

Tobacco machines stubbed out 



THE sale of tobacco 
products from vending 
machines has been banned 
by Government. 

It is now illegal for 
pubs, clubs, restaurants 
and other vendors to 
sell tobacco using the 
automatic dispensers - 
regardless of the buyer’s 
age. Advertising on the 
machines has also been 
prohibited. 

Machines must be 
removed or taken out 
of operation by having 
payment slots blocked, 
products removed and 
advertising covered. 


The law applies 
throughout England, and 
businesses flouting the law 
may be fined up to £2,500 
if they are found guilty 
of selling tobacco from a 
vending machine. 

The penalty is raised to 
£5,000, with a possible 
six-month jail term if the 
machine also displays 
advertising. 

Under- 16s was the age 
group most likely to use 
the automatic vendors, 
according to research that 
spearheaded the ban. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 


Neighbourhoods, said 
“Our trading standards 
team has written to 
businesses to remind them 
of their obligations, and 
we urge anyone with an 
installed cigarette vending 


machine to act in plenty of 
time to ensure it is removed 
or taken out of action.”

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T HERE is a story 

that the founders of 
the ‘British Asylum 
for Deaf and Dumb 
Females’ were inspired to 
start the home when two 
deaf women walked in the 
road - and into the path of 
their horse-drawn carriage. 

Alerted to the difficulties 
these women face, Mr and 
Mrs Sutton got together 
an organisation to educate, 


self-supporting lives, as 
well as a permanent home 
for those unable to support 
themselves. 

Inmates were admitted 
from the age of 10, with 
free places offered by 
vote of the governors and 
subscribers. Training lasted 
three years and included 
housework, laundry work 
and dressmaking as well as 
ordinary school education.

Having begun life in 
Stamford Hill, the home 
moved to Eagle House, 
Homerton, in 1857 and 
then to 179 Lower Clapton 
Road in 1864, remaining 
on this site until 1933. 

This house was a notable 
Clapton landmark: built 


between 1710 and 1714 
by china and glassware 
merchant Markham Eeles, 
earning it the popular 
nickname of ‘Piss Pot Hall’. 
Eeles died in 1731 and 
in the second half of the 
1 8th century the house 
was occupied by William 
Bowman, a banker. Later it 
was bought by Mr Skinner 
Turner who lived there 
until his death in 1860, 
before it was acquired by 
the Trustees of the British 
Asylum for Deaf and 
Dumb Females. 

The house’s features 
included beautiful wrought 
iron entrance gates, flanked 
by brick piers, surmounted 
by stone vases, a staircase 
of panelled oak, a tiled 
room that might have been 
a butler’s pantry because of 
the iron safe built into the 
wall and a small space that 
could have been a ladies’ 
‘powder closet’.

Council was looking for 
sites to build much-needed 
housing for local people. 
The site was selected as 
suitable because it was 
reasonably central, had 
frontage on two main 
roads, and was close to 
schools, trams, buses and 
trains. Cllr W.R. Power, 
ex-Mayor of Hackney 
and treasurer of the home, 
made a strong appeal to 
the Government enquiry 
on behalf of the asylum 
stating that ‘there were 37 
inmates at the home, which 
had been in existence since

subscriptions, a 
grant from the Board 
of Education and had 
the most interested and 
influential committee in 
Hackney’. 

Strong representations 
were also made to save 
the historic building that 
the home occupied on 
the grounds that it was 
one of the few surviving 
examples in the borough of 
a mansion from the Queen 
Anne period. 

Despite these appeals, 
the enquiry found in 
favour of the Council, 
enabling it to compulsorily 


purchase the site. 

Powell House, the 
building that replaced the 
home, as well as the other 
sites on Lower Clapton 
Road, was opened in May 
1934 with 198 flats 
providing accommodation 
for about 900 people. 

However, alternative 
accommodation was found 
for the home within the 
borough, not far away at 
26 Clapton Common, in 
a purpose-built property 
designed by A. Rubens 
Cole. The home stayed at 
this address until 1986.

Serves 6 


Preparation time 

30mins

30-60 mins 


Ingredients 


•300g smoked trout 

•450g French beans, stalks removed 

• 450g waxy new potatoes 

• 1 cos lettuce 

• 4 whole vines of cherry tomatoes 

• 20 black olives, stones in (about 1 0Og) 
•20 capers 

•A small handful of fresh basil or parsley 
•One small bottle of French dressing 


Method 

• Cook the potatoes in boiling salted water for 
about 1 5 minutes, until they are tender. Drain 
and allow them to cool a bit.
